The danger of a serious strike of ships’ |

the Hongkong” Government's new Piracy 
Regulations ‘has: héen averted for the 
time being. But that.does'yot mean that 
all danger of a stoppage jn local coastal 
tradlic ix passed, It ‘ix net. tt only 
meuns that: “No dmstic acticn will be 
taken until such time’ as“ peaceful. proce- 
dure is exhausted” to quote the most 
important of three very important resolu- 
tions passed at a combined mecting of 
the,China Coast Offeers’ Guild and the 
Marine Engineers’ Guild of China ‘held 
yesterday mopning at West. Point. 

The “meeting wus largely attended by 
members uf hoth Guilds aod though there 
were some in favour of giving ship owa- 
ers’ hours’ notice of a strike the 
majority, realising the gravity of sucha 
decision, voted solidly in favour of fur- 
ther peaceful exploration of chasanels 
which might lead to an amicable settle- 
ment of the whole question.” - 


That the combirled Guilds are in earn- 
est und .menn to use all possible means 


for tho furthering of their cause is to be 
seen from two further: resolutions passed 
at yesterday's meeting. Both are signi- 
ficant of what the members of the Guilds 
themselves think of their’ case, These 
résolutions are: : 


_-Q) That the whole of the correspon: 
dence with the Government on ‘the 
Piracy, Regulations be given to the 
Press ‘for pubticution. i 

(2) That the whole matter be sub- 
mitted to the Home Government. 


“We are determined to make a firm 
stand on, the whole isdue,"’ said Mr. Lau- 
censon, the Sccretary of the China Coast 
Officers’ Guild, to a representative of the 
Daily Prevs, ‘and we want the public to 
know exactly what has transpired be- 
tween the Government snd - ourselves. 
We believe, our cause is just and all we 
ask,is fair play.’ Our demands are not 
unreasonable as will, be, seen from the 
cortespondende when it is published and 
if anybody thigks we are afraid to take 
steps to achieve our object ‘then that per- 
son ia under. a misapprehensién. The 
members ‘of the Guilds have never, been 
so earnest in anything they have under- 
taken,” aks ae 

Asked for details in which they had not 
heen fuirly ‘treated, Mr, Laurenson went 
fairly fully into the matter.. He said that 
when the Government issued the draft of 
the proposed Regulations last September 
the combined Guilds went into the mat- 
ter very thoroughly, They made repre- 
sentations to the Government by corre- 
spondence contuining a number of sugges: 
tions as to how the: whole question of 
piracy should be dealt'with. ."\ The Gov- 


ernment,’isaid Mr. Laurensén, “had not. 


even’ the common courtesy to acknow- 
ledge their letters, let alone to emb: 
any of the suggestions the Guilds bad 
“put forward. They bad been completely 
ignoréd.” These suggestions, pointed out 
Mr. Laurenson, were the carefully con- 
sidered .views of both Guilds, represent- 
ing something like 98 per cent. of the 
ships’ officers and marine engineers 
actively engaged in the’ sea-faring trade 
nlong the coast of China. : 


.; Following upon a series of serious 


4 piracies at the end of Iast year ‘and,in 


the first month of ‘the present year o 
combined meeting of both Guilds was 
held: on. February 3rd to further consider 
the subject andon the following day 
another letter was. despatched ‘to the
